There is one joint complaint from the staff of tho Sambalpur Puy Office of 
the Central Bank of India signed by 12 members of the stuff . They usk for 


reliefs like rise in the starting salary, house allowance, fixation of working hours 
and the grading of officers . The Bank contends that all these matters are 
among the issues being dealt with by the other Bunks Tribunal set up under 
Ordinance No. 6 of 1949 , that the matters now raised before this Tribunal have 
beon the subject matter of investigation by the other Tribunal, and that this 
Tribunal had no jurisdiction to deal with these subjects . I hüve come to the 
conclusion that the Bank s contention is correct . The wago structure of the 
Bunks is to be determined by the other Banks Tribunal which is just concluding 
its labours ; thje Tribunal is seised of matters arising aftor June 1949) and not 
with matters which had previous thereto becn referred to the other Banks 
Tribunal, That being the case I have no jurisdiction to entertain the claims 
made by the staff of Sainbalpur Pay Office and it is ordered accordingly .

BANK DISPUTES AT DELIIT 
It is not in dispute that the Traders Bank Ltd . have fared badly as a result 
of the partition , in consequence of which they entered into & scheme of arrange 
mnout with their creditors by which the croditors were to le paid thoir debts in 
stated instalments, and efforts were to be made to resuscitato the Bank . 

B . N . Khosla joinod tho Bank in 1988 as u clerk iu tho Ludhiana branch . 
Four years later he was promotod to the rank of Accountant on a starting 
salary of Rs 100 . On 30th May 1949 , After the Bank found itself in diffi 
culties, the Bank wrote to B . N . Khosla to take over complete charge of the 
Ludhiana branch adding " you will of course he working as Accountant and 
you should also sign as Buch " . This appointment brought no additionnl salary , 
although 1 . N . Khosla was the only person in chargo of the office with the 
exception of two poons , and he combined the functions of Manager , accountant,

clerk and everything else . He was also given à power -of-attornoy in form 
usually given to “ Manager or Assistant Manager or Sub -Manager or Accoun 
tant or Sub - Accountant . By Ex . 2 which is his letter of 30th June 1999 , 
B . N . Khosla informod the Bank that he had talon over completo charge 
of the office from the previous incurnbent, and that letter is signed by him as 
Accountant. Of course Khosla knew that the Ludhiana Branch had been 
showing a loss and that thoro wils ii schene oſ arrangomonti in existence, and 
he maintains that the conditions in the Ludhiana could not improve owing to 
the state of affairs in the Punjab . Khosla at first suid that he always signed 
as Accountant and never 115 Manager or Agent or Cashier, even though he 
had to make 30 Or 40 payments a day . But later he admitted that whenever 
he draw monoys from other Banks on beliall of the Luchianu brauch he used 
to sign " for Traders Bank - Munnger ” , wd he further states that be always 
Ligned in thut way whon acting under the power -of- attorney. By letter of 
30th Juno 1950 1) . N . Khosla was informod that the Laliore office having 
poen closed his services wero no longer required by tho Bank and that they 
wore terminating his services from tho date thereof by paying him one month s 
sa ziry in lieu of notice . 

It is the contention of the Bank that t. Khosla was the Manager of the 
Bank he doos not come within the purview of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
and there is a good doul to be said for it . It is , however , contended by Klosla 
thut in iis much as his main work was clerical or the work of a cashier and 
accountant , he could not be said to be outside the scope of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, which delines a " workinan us a person employed to do any 
ski led or unskilled manual or clorical work for biro or reward . 

It is urgec on behalf of the employer that the Bank has contravened 
Section 33 of tho Act in that it has without the permission of the Tribunal 
changed the conditions of service of tho employee during the pendency of this 
Tribunal ; and if Khosla can be hell to be a workmin , then. undoubtedly 
the Bunk has contravened Section 93 of the Act . 

l ho question whether Khosla is a workman or not is a question of fact . 
During the course of the hearing it was pointed out to the Bank that if 
Khosla was a workman incl hund beon validly retrenched , he would un 
doubtedly be entitled to retrenchment relief. He has alrendy had one month s 
notive , and the Bank without prejudice to their contentions , has offered to 
pay him two months salary and allowances and all benefits to which he would 
ordinarily be entilled in full sottlement. Khosla is not prepared to nocopt 
this , but I consider it a lnil offer in the circumstances , and I direct the Bank 
do pay him forthwith two months salary , allowances ind other benefits in 
cluding alrnod loave puy. In ordering this I hare taken into account: two 
muin considerutions , firstly , that it will do no good lo Khosla to obstinately 
pursue tho claim that he wils not the manager or acting in similar capacity , 
and secondly , that the Bank hriving compounded with its creditors could not 
roronably be expected to pay retrenchment relicf on the sculo usually granted . 

Vrow , therefore , this Tribunal makes its award in terms aforesaid , this the 
29th day of August 1950 .
